attracted much attention as she lay 
off Whalesback light on Tuesday af- 
ternoon. 
She is the largest man-of- 


war which .has ever entered this har- 
bor, 
having a displacement of 14,948 


tons, while the Alabama, the largest 
ever here up to now, displaced 11,540 
tons. 


The New Jersey was built at the 


Fore River Engine Works, 
Quincy, 


Mass., in 1901-06, and -has the fol- 
lowing dimensions: 


Length, 435 feet; breadth, seventy- 


six feet, two inches; draught, twen- 
ty-three feet, nine inches. 


She is a steel twin screw vessel 


rigged with two military masts and 
three .smokestacks. 
She has an in- 


dicated horse power of 19,000, a speed 
of nineteen knots and a bunker coal 
capacity of 1,704 tons. 
The New 


Jersey is of a class 'with the Georgia, 
Nebraska,, Virginia and 
Rhode Is- 


£nd. 


She left at half-past six this morn- 


ing for a cruise along the Maine 
coast, but will return to this port 
soon and make a longer visit in the 
harbor. 
Her official trial trip was

Boston. June 27—The managers of 


cotton mills in a score or more of 
Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts 


towns and villages have announced 
that an advance in wages will go into 
effect on1 and after Monday, July 9, a 
week later than the date on which 
an increase will be given in Fall 
River, New Bedford, East Taunton, 
Fiskdale and other places. 


The raise in Rhode Island and in 


mills in thisi state controlled by 
Rhode Island manufacturers will af- 
fect nearly 25,000 hands. 
Owing to 


the uncertainty as to the exact ad- 
vance in New Bedford, where many 
of the 
operatives are 
dissatisfied 


with the five per cent, increase of- 
fered, the amount of the raise in 
Rhode Island mills is not definitely 
known. The cotton mills in that 
state will adopt the New Bedford 
schedule a& a rule, and if the Fall 
River percentage (about ten per 
cent, 
over the existing rate) is 


eventually accepted by the New Bed- 
ford mill owners:, it Is considered 
probable that the same rate of in- 
crease will prevail generally in south- 
eastern New England. 


Since the present 
upward move- 


ment in cotton mill wages gained 
headway, through advances in west- 
ern 
Massachusetts, Lawrence 
and 


eastern 
Connecticut, manufacturers 


employing 90,000 hands have decided 
upon a higher schedule, 'the average 
increase amounting to ten per cent, 
in all districts except New Bedford 
and Rhode Island where the rate ia 
still uncertain. 


B. B. and R. Knight, one of the

industry, and the Goddard.Brothers

teria." He specifies the bacteria of 
pneumonia, tuberculosis, "their fre- 
quent 
precursor, 
Influenza," 
and 


cerebro spinal meningitis. The hand- 
kerchief, be asserts, deposits the bac- 
ter.a in clothes 
and 
pockets 
and 


spreads them broadcast. The moral 
seems to be that the man who would 
preserve his own health and that of 
the people about him, should begin 
the day with a few 
dozen 
paper 


handkerchiefs, which are destroyed 
aa fast as they are used.—N. Y. Even- 
ing Post. 


GETTING RID OF WEEDS. 


Cwrtain One* Cau B« >xootii«r«d by 


Mowing Qnm teed Thick— 


About ForUlixtra. 


Such perennial weeds as the dande- 


lion, speedwell, plantain, dock, monkey 
plant, etc.. can sometimes be smother- 
ed by growing an abundance of grasa 


«4 and making the soil so rich that 


the grasses wm choke them out. hut 
if they have obtained a strong "root- 
held" it will be cheaper in the end to 
pull them out and then put on the 
grass seed and fertilizers. If the lawn 
was covered over winter with coarse 
manure it should be raked over, leav- 
ing as much of the flne material as 
possible ou the laud to supply sum- 
mer food for die grasses, if a heavy 
growth of grass leaves was left ou the 
lawn last fall it should be raked with 
an iron-tooth rake to straighten out 
tbe leaves and then the lawn mower 
rim and the clipping removed before 
grass seed and manure or fertilizers 
are applied. 


If one bas no fine stable manure for 


a spring dressing one may use flne 
ground bone aria wood ashes or a little 
muriate of potash. Tbe lawn mixtures 
put up by manufacturers and seed deal- 
ers make good dressings, but they are 
more expensive. 
If the grass starts 


slowly and Is of 
poor 
color—light 


green—a little nitrate of soda. 100 to 
300 pounds an acre, 
will give .the 


plants a better color and a rapid start. 
These mixtures should be put on as 
early In the spring as'possible and be 
raked a little into the grass roots to 
prevent the loss of nitrogen from the 
decomposing bone. It is better to ap- 
ply bone and ashes separately, and if 
the ^former is applied a week or two 
before the latter there will be little 
loss of nitrogeij. 


After the spring raking, fertilizing, 


clipping and seeding of the lawn the 
mower should not be run until the 
ground has become settled, that the 
grass roots may become well rooted. 
If heavy rains follow this work It may 
be oply a few weeks, but If there are 
no rains It may be a month or more. 
—Chicago Chronicle. 


WHEN CLEANING GARMENTS 


How to Use Gasoline to Get Good .Re- 


sults—Don't Iron Until All 


Has Evaporated. 


If one has a black lace dress that 


looks very stringy and limp, let her 
try the following method of rejuven- 
ating it: 
Rip It up and wash it in 


gasoline and dry; then proceed 
as 


follows: 
Carefully iron each piece 


on the wrong side, pulling It 
into 


shape, then place over it a 
damp 


cloth and iron until the 
cloth 
is 


nearly dry. 
Remove the cloth and 


iron until Quite dry. It will then be 
as crisp as when new. Always darn 
any torn places before washing It, 
and remember that gasoline 
must 


not be used in a room where there is 
the least light, flame or fire. 


For cleaning dainty silks or crepe 


waists without ripping, place several 
quarts of gasoline in a clean bowl or 
jar; place the soiled garment In it 
and gently squeeze and work until 
the soiled spots are gone. 
It is a 


good way to mark the soiled spots 
before washing, by tacking a basting 
thread in them. 
When clean, rinse 


in clean gasoline. 
Do not be spar- 


ing of the gasoline, and If the rinse 
looks dirty, rinso it again in clean 
fluid. Squeeze out all the gasoline 
you can, but do not wring, and then 
hang the garment out to dry. As it 
dries (the gasoline 
evaporates), 


carefully 
pull the 
trimming 
into 


place. 
Let it hang until the smell 


of the fluid is about all gone. 
The 


gasoline should be left to settle and 
the clear gasoline poured off for use 
again; but it should not be used for 
white goods. 
For cleaning ribbons, 


the ribbons may be placed in a fruit 
jar with the gasoline, well shaken 
until clean, rinsed, and then wrapped 
around a bottle to dry smooth.—The 
Commoner.

Heat 
four cupfuls of milk iu a double boil- 
er, and when hot stir Into them the 
yolks of four eggs beaten light with 
half a cupful of sugar, stir over the 
fire for two minutes, add the gelatine, 
and keep 
stirring 
until dissolved. 


Take from the fire, flavor with a tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, and set aside to 
cool. Beat the whites of the eggs stiff, 
and add them to the custard when it 
is cold, but before it has begun to 
form. 
Turn into a mold wet with 


cold water, and set aside to form firm. 


RAISING GARDEN HERBS. 


this Is a Practical Occupation Open 


to a Woman Thrown ou Her 


Own Jfcesourcea. 


Among the practical occupations 


open to women that are thrown upon 
their own resources without previous 
training In any &ort yf business is that 
of raising garden l^rSis. 


There has lur.er Lwea a sutfciency of 


seasoning herlis t» be had at auy mar- 
ket; parsley, tnyme. sweet marjoram, 
bay leaf. mint, are always in demand 
by those who know their value In tbe 
proper cooking of savory dishes Their 
raising is neither difficult nor expen- 
sive. A small piece of ground will sup- 
ply any largo private market establish- 
ment or green grocer, and it is work 
that even si delicate woman can under- 
take. 


But she must, first of all. instruct 


herself in the nature of the soil need- 
ed, the amount of sunshine, water and 
general habits of the tilings she is 
going to raise. To do this it is only 
necessary for her to visit any good li- 
brary and study books on tbe subject, 
making notes and really learning, just 
as if she were at school. 


Then she must study how to get the 


very best plants for her purpose; all 
florists and agriculturists are glad to 
send catalogues 
for the asking, and. 


while the gorgeous cuts exaggerate the 
fecundity and appearance of their 
wares, such catalogues are a help. 


Once she knows the right soil to pre- 


pare, the rest is easy. If she has no 
boy neighbor to call upon to measure 
and define the various beds, she can 
simply tie stout cords to sticks stuck 
in the ground to keep one variety from 
running over the other. The spading 
she may have to hire done, and the 
pulverizing of .the soil, which is very 
essential to success, most failures be- 
ing due to the caking of imperfectly 
prepared ground that either carries off 
the water that is applied or allows it 
to stand without penetrating the earth 
to reach the roots of thirsty plants. 


Take the fragrant garden mint as a 


very fair example of an herb that Is 
well worth cultivating. I have seen a 
single root spread in a couple of years 
over a 12-foot square of ground, and its 
healthy sprigs are always in demand. 
The woman who wills to do so can 
find a market for her mint the year 
round, if she will care that it will not 
freeze. Sweet marjoram 
grows fast 


also, as do all these seasoning herbs, 
and needs but little care when once 
started. Curly parsley makes a lovely 
garnishing for a dish of croquettes or 
for any sort of broiled meats or flsn, 
and never can there be too much 
grown. 


If to. these be added chives and len- 


tils, there are always purchasers for 
these greens that make such delicious 
spring salads. But this business must 
be properly attended to if there is to be 
a livelihood In it; 
like everything 


else in this world, it amounts to noth- 
ing without a certain amount of care 
and trouble. If there is a sudden bliz- 
zard the plants must be protected; If 
the midsummer sun is too hot, sonic 
sort of shade must DP evolved, and so 
on through the list of watchful precau- 
tions that are necessities to success.— 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Banana Blanc Mange. 


Soak a table spoonful of gelatine for 


an hour in a teaspoonful 
of water. 


Bring a cupful and a half of milk to 
the boiling point, add a pinch of bak- 
ing soda, and stir in a half cupful of 
sugar and the soaked gelatine. Boil 
for five minutes, stirring steadily. Lino 
a Jelly mold with sliced, bananas and 
pour tho lukewarm blancmange care- 
fully in upon these. Set in the ice to 
form.

Some Becitpei for Delicious Breakfast 


•ad Tea Cakes—A Fine Kind 


of Doughnuts. 


Oatmeal Muffius.—One cup oatmeal, 


one and one-half pints flour, one tea- 
spoon salt, two teasfMuns baking pow- 
der, one tablespoon lard, two *-ggs. one 
plot milk. Sift together oatmeal, dour, 
salt and powder; rub in lard cold, add 
beaten eggs and milk; mix smoothly 
Into batter rather thinner than than 
cup cake; fill muffin pans two-thirds 
full; bake in good hot oven 15 minutes. 


Swiss Tartlets.—Take one egg. its 


weight in stale cake crumbs and fresh 
butter, a btblespoouful of sugar, and a 
little flavoring. Beat up the butter to 
a cream with the sugar, add the cake 
crumbs and eggs, then flavoring, mixing; 
all together. Line some patty pans with 
puff paste, and then a layer of apricot 
jam and-a thick layer of the mixture. 
Bake a quarter of an hour in a sharp 
oven. 


Cream and Buttermilk Doughnuts.— 


One and one-half cupfuls of sugar, one 
each of sour cream and buttermilk, one 
beaten egg, oae even teaspoonful each 
of soda and salt, a little grated nutmeg, 
and flour enough to make dough suffi- 
ciently firm to roll out only, for it ought 
to be as soft as can be handled. 


Coooanut Butter.—Sift together one 


plntofflour.alevelteaspoonof salt; and 
two heaping teaspoons of baking pow- 
der; rub in lightly with the tips of the 
fingers one heaping tablespoon of but- 
ter; when this is done add one cup of 
shredded cocoanut and mix it well 
through the flour. Moisten with sweet 
milk to form a soft dough, roll out and 
cut into small biscuits, then bake in 
quick oven. 


Indian 
Breakfast 
Rolls. — Three- 


fourths cup of molasses, one cup of sour 
milk, one and one-half cups flour, one 
cup Indian meal, one-half teaspoonful 
salt, one teaspoon saleratus dissolved in 
one tablespoon cold water and well 
beaten in the last thing. Bake 25 or 30 
minutes In a moderate oven.—Farmers' 
Review. 


Chicken and Celery Salad.—Prepare 


the chicken as for boiling. When done 
and entirely cold cut in little squares. 
If you want a white salad use only the 
white meat, reserving the dark for other 
purposes. Wash and cut the white parts 
of celery into half-inch pieces; place in 
a bowl of cold water tfntil needed. Use 
a pint of chicken to two-thirds of a pint 
of chopped celery and a cup and a half 
of mayonnaise dressing. When ready to 
make up dry the celery and mix with 
the chicken, mingling a pinch of salt, 
white pepper or cayenne each, and 
mix It with the mayonnaise. Serve 
on a cold dish garnished 
with 
the 


white celery tips. 


Shad-Roe 
Salad. — Wash 
cne 


set 
of 
shad 
roes; 
put 
them 


In a saucepan, cover them with boll- 
Ing water and add a teaspoonful of 
salt; put the lid on and simmer gent- 
ly for 20 minutes. 
When done lift 


them carefully from the wate'r and 
stand away until perfectly cold. Make 
a' half pint of maySnnaise and set it 
away. 
When ready to serve remove 


the skin from the outside of the shad 
roe and cut them Into thin slices. Put 
one onion slice in tbe center of the 
salad dish; arrange around it salad 
leaves that are stiff and fresh; heap 
the shad roe in the center, pour over 
it the mayonnaise and serve. 


Lobster 
Salad.

and 
break 
up 


the inferior leaves and mix with 
lobster which you are preparing for 
the salad, viz.: A pint of lobster, cut

French or other dressing and kept on 
'ice until you are ready to complete. 
Mix with half of the dressing, and put 
a large spoonful of the lobster in each 
cup of salad, and add a teaspoonful 
of dressing on the top. Garnish the 
dish with parsley. 


Lettuce 
Salad.

carefully, 
being

them. 
Shake 
off 
and 


drain in a net. 
Keep In a cool 


place until ready to serve. 
Arrange 


the leaves In a salad bowl as tasteful- 
ly as possible and serve with French 
dressing or with sweetened cream. 
If preferred, sugar, vinegar, salt and 
pepper may be used instead of the 
French diessing.—N. Y. World.

The design is formed 
by 4 rows as follows: 


1st row—Single crochet in each 


chain, turn. 


2d row—Single crochet, picking up 


back loop of I ho row before. 


3d row—Single crochet, picking up 


both loops. 


4th row—Pick up both loops and 


make 3 single, now use white. (*) 
drop tbe color, purl the white aud re- 
peat from (•}. 


Repeat from first row. using white 


yarn In every fourth row for dot, bo- 
ing careful to bring the dot !n the 
middle of the three stitches. 
(No 


further mention of design will 
be 


made.) 


Work next row to nock; chain 80 


stitches to run over the shoulder and 
down the back; work back and forth 
for 
five designs, 
decreasing 
two 


stitches every other row at tho bot- 
tom of the blouse to form 
pouch. 


Commencing at the waist line, work 
one deslg.t 9*£ inches long for un- 
derarm piece; decrease to 8% Inches 
in the next design; work four more 
designs. 


For the middle of the hack work 


three designs on GO stitches (the 
back should measure 14 inches). 


Now make the other half of the 


sweater to match. 
Join the back. 


Work 10 rows of single crochet good 
and firm, up the front and across the 
neck; this goes under the collar. 


Revers: Chain 13 stitches 
and 


make 15 designs; add 1 stitch at the 
outside of every other row for 5 de- 
signs; make 3 more designs without 
increasing. This is half ot the col- 
lar; make the other side to match. 
Sew tbe revers to garment, and flnisli 
with buttons. 


For the belt use a finer hook, and 


work 10 to 12 rows of single. 
In 


the first row take in the extra full- 
ness at the front of the garment 


Sleeve: Chain 55 stitches; increase 


1 stitch at both ends of the work In 
each row for 8 designs; make 1 de- 
sign without increasing; narrow 
1 


stitch In the next 8 designs. This 
finishes the sleeve. Sew up. 


For cuffs: 
Take up 36 stitches, and 


make G designs. 
Sew 
In 
sleeves, 


bringing fullness to shoulder.

New Varieties, a Beautiful Half-Acre 


of Petunias—New Forms of 


Old Flowers, 


The newer verbena has few leaves, a 


short uprigJri. stem and a truss, as the 
bunch of ftoretB is called, that 
a circumference of from 12 to 15 inch- 
es. The individual florets, If the plants 
are properly grown are as large as a 
silver quarter. Their stocky growth has 
made them even stronger than they 
were, and they bloom now from seed 
during a whole summer. .Some of the 
new colors this year are "Aurora Bo- 
reale," which te a vivid scarlet, and 
the "Commend?oite Marechiand," which 
is a blend of garnet and maroon. 


One of the most beautiful exhibits 


every year In a garden near Bernards- 
ville is a half acre devoted wholly to 
various kinda of petunias. T.hey have 
been planted there as freely as if they 
were grass seed and the ground'Js cov- 
ered with tliem. They are naturally a 
wonderful Mend of color and ttaere is 
scarcely a conceivable shade In the 
lighter hues that Is not to be fount 
there. The. petunias are single flowers 
and it Is easy to conceive how much 
more beautiful this would be if the 
new double flower had been used In- 
stead. 
The doubles are 
exquisite 


crumpled balls of color, like velvet In 
their depth, and there are fluted petals, 
fringed petals and petals edged with 
two or three shades that contrast beau- 
tifully with the prevailing tint of the 
petunia. 
Some of the 
petals 
are 


crossed with different strides of color. 
The shades In which the double petu- 
nias grow are sufficiently descriptive 
of the varieties to be had. They are 


-amethyst, garnet, pink an.cl crimson 
with green edges, pure rose pink, bril- 
liant losy scarlet, blended red and 
white, pure white, and mottled crim- 
son and pflnk. 


Primroses, In mauve, white and pink 


are nearly twice the size they were and 
the double poppy of the day is a ball o 
color as Inrge as a peony, bearing only 
In Its name and its brilliant scarlet 
hue n strong resemblance to its proto- 
type. They are most beautiful in the 
solid colours, although the 
variegated 


combinations of color are popular. 
Lovers of the old-fashioned slugle pop- 
py can still buy that in a much larger 
form thtw It used to grow. Asters arc 
grown on the plants tseen this year un- 
til theyi are as large as 
chrysanthe- 


mums. 
All the old-fashioned flowers, 


such asi phlox, larkspur, sweet William 
and wall flowers havo gained In the ex- 
periments made by tlhe growers during 
the post year, and they 
hopefully 


proroise»more for the future.

portation of cheap rum from Jamaica.

Cuttlo bone was once made use of us 


a medicine, but It is now used by gold- 
smiths as a polish and by bird fanciers 
as food for caged birds. 


This cuttle bone, so called. Is no bone 


at all, but a very wonderful structure 
consisting almost entirely of pure chalk 
and having been at one time loosely 
Imbedded in tbe substance of some de- 
parted cuttlefish. It is an oval bone, 
white and hard on the outside, but soft 
and friable within, and Is inclosed by 
a membranous sack within the body of 
the cuttle. 


When the cuttle Is living this struc- 


ture runs through the entire length of 
the abdomen and occupies about one- 
third of its breadth. Iu weight cuttle 
bone la extremely light, and If It be 
cut across and examined through a 
lens the cause of the lightness will at 
once be apparent It Is not solid, but 
in formed of a succession of exceed- 
ingly thin floors of chalk, each con- 
nected with euc-h by hundreds of the 
smallest Imaginable chalky pillars. 


Many persons attribute sepia, or Chi- 


nese ink. to the cuttlefish. They arc. 
however, in error, for uepia is a manu- 
facture of soot and flne gums. Tho er- 


may be due to the fact that the 


cuttlefish has an Internal sac under the 
throat, near the liver, that contains a 
very dark natural luk. Whoa pursued 
by enemies the cuttle ejects this iuky 
substance aud thereby forms a clout) 
of darkened water all about It and 
Rides in this water until out of danger. 


Snow dad Hail of Queer Color*. 


Storms In which red, yellow and or- 


ange colored snows fell were recorder! 
as long ago as the sixth century. Hum- 
boldt mentions a hailstorm which once 
occurred in Palermo in which every 
hailstone was as red as a globule of 
frozen blood.

President Arthur T. Hadley

in 


business and politics, saying: 


"In these last months the commu- 


nity has been shocked by the revel- 
ations of immoral methods in 
the 


conduct of business and politics on 
the part of men who had enjoyed 
the respect o£ the community. We 
have asked ourselves over and over 
•gain how it tras possible that such 
men, honorable, high, minded, 
and 


self respecting to all outward appear- 
ances, should have accepted 
wrong 


customs without protest But if any 
of us will look at his own present and 
prospective temptations, the answer 
is not far to seek. 


"The moment we choose as our 


example of professional success the 
man -who has made a fortune or se- 
cured an office or achieved a repu- 
tation with the world, we tend tc put 
fortune and office and reputation in 
the foreground, and to regard the 
question of how we use the fortune 
or office or reputation as an unim- 
portant incident. ''When things once 
get into this shape in our minds, ev- 
ery position or honor or power be- 
comes a position of peril to the soul. 
The greater the crisis we are called 
upon to face, the greater the ruin that 
follows. 


"Stand for the doing of things, by 


all means. Stand for the doing of 
great things, if possible. But never 
let the greatness of the thing get so 
far into the foreground as 
to ob- 


scure the purpose for which it ex- 
ists. And, above all things, let the 
ihonest intent to serve others have a 
larger place in your life than 
the 


things you are trying to do for your- 
eelf." 


While agreeing with President Had 


ley In the main, one\ cannot but ques- 
tion the practical utility, in other 
•words the common sense, of letting 
the honest intent to serve others have 
a larger place in one's life tbau the 
things one is trying to do lor one's 
self. 


Do we not help others in the best 


manner by honestly 
helping 
our- 


selves? That is the 
question to" 


which, it aeems to us, there can be 
hut one answer. 


•Great stress, however, is to be laid 


upon the word honesty. 


If honesty were made the keynote 


of every business 
transaction, 
the 


whole world would reap the benefit 


It Is said that dishonesty never 


pays in the long run. It may profit the 
individual temporarily, but it is only 
in rare instances that pursuing a 
course of dishonesty has resulted in 
even temporary profit to any nation 
or Important body of men. 


At best, too, the benefit to the in- 


dividual ia only pecuniary; and, to 
achieve financial success, it cannot 
truthfully be said that it is worth 
the while to be dishonest.

AN OLD GAZETTE 


Is Reminder Of Time When W. P 


Hill Was Editor 


An old New Hampshire Gazette of 


the forties is a reminder of the time 
when. William Pickering 
Hill 
was 


editor of that paper. W. P Hill, or 
as he was more familiarly 
known, 


"Pick" Hill, came here during that 
decade and assumed 
the 
manage- 


ment of The Gazette, and the writer, 
having frequent occasion to visit the 
office, was well a-cquainted with the 
•whole force connected with the pa- 
per, not one of whom is living today. 


In the composing room 
were Jo- 


seph E. Perkins, 
Martin 
V. 
B. 


Lock, Chailes Ed., Blake and Fon 
man W. H. Cluxton. 


Perkins was the first to quit, tak- 


ing passage on the brig 
Ark 
from 


Newburyport for California, 
return- 


ing to Portsmouth two years later. 
Mr. Perkins worked on the Boston 
Herald several years, later success- 
fully conducting hotels in Boston and 
Portsmouth, dying in Portsmouth in 
18SO. 


Foi eman Bluxton also departed for 


the land of gold and died in Sacra- 
mento City, Cal. 


The Gazette was at that time, and 


had been for many years, a political 
power in both county and state, and 
the editor of it was rewarded by se- 
curing the postofflce or the custom 
house. 


Dm ing the latter part of Mr. Hill's 


stay in Portsmouth he 
started 
a 


daily paper in connection with the 
Gazette, but it did not take him long 
ic discover that he had got into a 
job that would prove anything but a 
lucrative one. It soon become evi- 
dent that the people of the old town 
either did not take kindly to the new 
departure or were not prepared to 
support so costly an innovation in a 
daily paper 
The little 
sheet 
lin 


gered for a few months in a coma- 
tose state for lack of that material 
sustenance necessary to prolong its 
existence and finally expired while 
yet in an emEryonic stato. No other 
attempt to print a daily after that 
was made in Portsmouth until Frank 
W. Miller and Samuel Gray 
cstab 


lished The Ohroniolc. The Chroniole 
came to stay, and after its nearly 
fifty-four years of service it holds n 
firm position in the front 
rank 
of 


Journalism and js 
bigger, brighter 


and ncwcier than ever. 


At that Ump, there were only two 


papers published in Portsmouth be- 
aides The Gazette: tho Hockingham 


Messenger, by B. F. JJtlmire and 
T. U. Whittier and which was a suc-

A carious historical relic of London 


is the large tankard of solid silver pre- 
sented by Charles II. to Sir Edmund 
Berry Godfrey for uis valuable services 
during tuo plugue and the fire of Lon- 
don, for which he received the honor of 
knighthood in 166C. 
The tankard. 


which is of plain silver, has a hinged 
cover and weighs nearly thirty-six 
ounces. Its front is engraved with tho 
royal arms and the crest of the recipi- 
ent, together with inscriptions in Latin 
and tngravlngs of scenes connected 
with the fire, which are still in excel- 
lent preservation. The engraving of 
the pesthouse men carrying corpses to 
the dismal plague pit and that of the 
crowded blocks of bouses surmounted 
by flames are very quaint and curious. 
Sir Edmund, who »vas borji iu 1G21 at 
Sellings, in Kent, iwas a timber mer- 
chant, possessing wharfs at Dowgate 
city and at Charing Cross. He prosper- 
ed, became justices, of the peace for 
Westminster and tmember of parlia- 
ment for Winchilscto. In history, as no 
reader of Macauleiy and Green will 
need to be told, bis name is most fa- 
mous In connection. -with his mysterious 
murder, which was1 popularly attribut- 
ed to the zeal with which he bad de rot- 
ed himself to unnevaling the alleged 
popish plot. His boc|y was found in a 
ditch near Primrose hill, face down- 
ward and penetrated <by his own sword, 
twider circrinstanees which precluded 
tie Idea of suicide or robbery.

tion. Eczema patients, old! and young, 
should never use stimulants in any 
form. They should take daily baths 
and be most particular as (to the regu- 
larity of all important bodily functions, 
Occasional doses of mild saline aperi- 
ents, such as cream tartar, phosphate 
of soda or the old fashioned remedy of 
lac sulphur and cream tartar, mixed in 
equal quantities;, with enough molasses 
to form a creamy paste and taken 
three times a day for ten days running, 
then omitted until again requited, will 
be found ol' wonderf ul benefit. Let the 
patient drink freely of lemonade and 
avoid salt meats, pork in any form, 
and live upon a diet of fruits, red 
meats andi antiscorbutic vegetables. 


Macy neople are particularly suscep- 


tible to shellfish, and a case of eczema 
sometimes follows the eating of lobster 
repeatedly. Strawberries will also pro- 
duce this effect frequently. 
Vigorous 


exercise will often, by inducing excess- 
ive perspiration, act »s a curative for 
eczema, particularly .when combined 
with the use of a harmless external 
application. Sulphur baths are effica- 
cious for most skin diseases. If possi- 
ble, it is well to taka them in an estab- 
lished bath bouse, but they may be pre- 
pared at homo as follows: To each ten 
gallons of water add an ounce of sul- 
pburct of potassium, or to each fifteen 
gallons of water add an ounce of sul- 
phuret of calcium. Where there is itch- 
ing and the eruption seems virulent tho 
sulphur bath is excellent as a prelimi 
nary treatment.
